Report    of 

Board  of  Education 

UNION    DISTRICT    NO.    2. 


The  report  of  the  spring  term  of  '95  is  only  a  repetition  of 
one  printed  in  our  last  town  report  as  the  same  teachers 
were  employed  and  like  progress  made  as  in  the  preceding 
terms. 

The  fall  of  '95  brought  great  changes.  Our  towns- 
people deemed  it  best  to  reduce  the  amount  of  our  school 
money  which  necessitated  a  shortening  of  the  school  year 
four  weeks.  We  have  endeavored  to  keep  up  the  standard 
of  our  schools,  making  only  one  change  in  the  grades. 
New  Hampton  Institution  is  so  near  and  its  advantages  so 
superior  in  business  as  well  as  in  classical  education,  it 
calls  many  of  our  high  school  pupils  away  leaving  our 
school  very  small.  Considering  this  fact  at  the  Board 
meeting  we  thought  it  expedient  to  drop  many  of  the  ad- 
vance classics  and  give  our  attention  to  a  thorough  English 
education  allowing  only  one  year's  work  in  the  languages 
requiring  several  years  study.  In  doing  this  we  hope  to 
offer  the  advantages  of  a  first  class  English  education  to 
those  who  feel  that  it  is  all  they  need  and  cannot  afford  a 
college  education.  We  think  it  the  wisest  course  that 
could  be  taken  under  existing  circumstances.  With  this 
intention  we  strove  to  provide  the  schools  with  an  able 
corps  of  teachers.  Miss  Swain  was  promoted  from  the 
grammar  to  the  high  school,  proving  herself  an  active  and 
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energetic  teacher,  giving  us  perfect  satisfaction  in  her 
work.  Four  new  teachers  were  engaged  for  the  lower 
grades.  Miss  Goodale  for  the  grammar,  Miss  Harriman 
for  the  intermediate,  Miss  Mudgett  for  primary'  A,  and 
Miss  Maynard  for  primary  B. 

They  have  proved  themselves  efficient,  taken  great  inT 
terest  in  their  work  and  given  satisfaction  in  their  respec- 
tive schools.  They  are  normal  graduates  and  the  methods 
adopted  have  been  pleasing  and  profitable.  More  praise 
and  less  dissatisfaction  have  come  to  our  ears  than  during 
any  previous  time.  Certainly  anybody  visiting  the  lower 
schools  and  observing  the  interest  taken  by  both  teacher 
and  pupil  and  the  rapid  progress  made  by  the  pupils  can- 
not fail  to  say  with  us,  we  have  been  wonderfully  favored 
in  securing  the  services  of  these  teachers. 

The  fall  term  passed  off  very  successfully  and  promised 
well  for  the  year,  but  during  the  winter  term  the  enemy 
made  its  attack.  All  the  germs  and  microbes  known  to 
science  invaded  our  mid.st.  Whooping  cough,  la  grippe, 
with  an  occasional  case  of  mumps,  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  reduced  the  attendance  to  a  mere  fraction.  Under  the 
existing  state  of  afi'airs  it  was  considered  best  to  close  the 
winter  term  for  a  few  weeks,  hoping  to  begin  the  spring 
term  a  little  earlier  and  continuing  it  a  little  later,  there- 
by making  the  school  year  nearly  as  long  as  intended  at 
first.  In  spite  of  the  unavoidable  breaks  we  can  say  it 
has  been  a  profitable  year  to  all.  For  the  benefit  of  all  the 
scholars  we  sincerely  hope  our  instructors  can  be  retained 
another  year.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


Our  report  for  the  year  will  be  very  brief.  Our  work 
has  been  mainly  with  private  vaults  and  sink  drains.  We 
still  have  to  contend  with  the  inconvenience  of 
our  sewerage  system  and  earnestly  implore  the 
citizens  to  take  some  decided  action  relative  to 
town  drainage.  We  believe  surveys  have  been  made  for 
a  general  system  of  sewerage  and  we  realize  fully  the 
need  of  adopting  something  of  the  kind.  Give  it  thought 
and  action.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  escaping  the 
pests  of  the  putrid,  contagious  diseases.  Only  two  cases 
of  diptheria  have  been  reported,  one  case  fatal,  and  with- 
out doubt  caused  from  defective  sewerage. 

These  cases  were  quarantined  and  closly  watched  and 
any  epidemic  thus  prevented.  Typhoid  fever  in  our  town 
is  a  comparative  stranger.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  has 
come  to  our  knowledge. 

Our  town  is  well  supplied  with  electric  lights,  concrete 
sidewalks  and  aqueduct  water  and  now  for  the  health  of 
every  citizen  let  us  place  our  town  in  a  good  sanitaay  con- 
dition.

The  Minot-Sleeper  library  has  had  another  year  of  pros- 
perity. The  past  year  has  seen  the  largest  increase  in  the 
patrons  of  the  library  of  any  year  since  it  was  first  opened 
to  the  public,  which  shows  that  our  people  are  appreciating 
more  and  more  the  advantages  the  librar}^  affords.  As  an 
educational  power  in  our  midst  it  can  hardl}-  be  overesti- 
mated. 

Besides  the  books  that  are  issued  to  patrons  this  library 
contains  all  the  leading  cyclopedias,  mechanical  diction- 
aries and  other  valuable  reference  books.  These  books 
contain  a  vast  amount  of  information  not  only  for  the 
scholar  bnt  for  the  man  of  business,  the  mechanic,  the 
farmer  and  our  school  children.  All,  even  the  school  child- 
ren, old  enough  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  library, 
are  at  liberty,  any  time  the  library  is  open,  to  take  seats  at 
the  table  inside  the  rail  and  peruse  these  books  at  their 
pleasure. 

The  management  of  the  library  is  in  the  hands  of  nine 
trustees,  consisting  at  present  of  M.  W.  White,  G.  L,. 
Tilton  and  I.  A.  Chase,  Esq.,  appointed  in  1893;  Hon.  C. 
Taylor,  Dr.  G.  H.  Calley  and  R.  W.  Musgrove  appointed 
in  1894;  Hon.  B.  F.  Perkins,  Dr.  Channing  Bishop  and 
O.  B.  French  appointed  F'eb.  14,  1896.  The  executive 
committee  consists  of  I.  A.  Chase,  Esq.,  Dr.  Calley  and 
Hon.  B.  F,  Perkins.
